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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 10-25-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's assertion that Hansson in 
view of Hult and Ross fails to render obvious the instant invention of e.g. amended 
claim 1 . As to the provision of the telesen/ice payload size to the entity directly serving 
the MS, Hult suggests such a system as improving bandwidth usage; the use of 
messaging from a database to said entity is taught by Ross with an emphasis on 
eliminating extra steps in the messaging system. Note that Hult discloses that the 
indication of maximum teleservice message size is received from another entity in the 
system in col 3 line 66-col 4 line 13, where it is stated that the indicator of the maximum 
size (load) is determined at one entity and used in another entity of the network for 
formatting messages. As stated in applicant's arguments, the MSG uses the 
information. However, the information is used, as stated above, for limiting the size of 
messages in the same manner as Hansson. As such, the combined invention 
contemplates a payload system where the indication of payload is received at a serving 
entity from another portion of the network, and standard messages are used to convey 
the data; such would be an obvious combination, given the scope of standard 
messaging at the time of the invention in the art, and the small amount of data used to 
convey said payload size.
